ritwith the Erle Bothwell, but come with the 
Quene to Glaſgow , & conuoyit the Kyngto 
the place of hys murther, the Biſcho beyng 
ludged,as he was ſeildom or neuer of befoir, 
qubair he myght perſaifthe pleſure of that 
erueltie with all his ſenſis,and helpe the mur- 
theraris, if miſter had bene, and ſend four of 
his familiar ſeruandis to the execution of the 
murther,watchyng all the night, & thinkyng 
lang to haue the toye of the cammyng of the 
Crowne a degre neirer to the hous of Hamil- 
toun,& fa greit hoip mellit with ambition in- 
flamit his hart for the Kingis deceis, that with 
in ſchort tyme he beleuid firmelic hys callid 
brother to be Kyng, & he(the ſaid Biſchop)to 
be to him as curatour during the hole time of 
bis non wit,quhilke had bene a langer teirme 
than Wirſonday or Martymes , for he thoght 
mndoubtidlie , that the Erle Bothwell ſhould 
diſtroy the yong Prince,& not ſuffer him pro- 
ſper to revenge hys fatherisdeith , and pre- 
cede the Erlis children in ſucceſsioun of the 
crowne,and the young Prince onis cut of, the 
bicchop maid his rekngns , thatthe uz &

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the Erle Bothwel hated alredy for the laugh. 
ter of the king hir huſband, and mair for the 


innocent, wer ealice to be deſtroyit with con. 


ſent of all eſtatis.; and the crime eaſie to the 
Biſchop to be prouid,quha knew all the ſecre. 
tis of the hole difleigne * orif they wauld ſlay 
the Erle Bothwell,and ſpair the Quene, thay 
werein hope ſhe ſhould marry Iobn Hamil. 
toun the Dukis ſonne , quhome with merrie 
lntkes and genrill countenance(as ſche could 
weill do ) ſche had entred into the paſtymeof 
the Glaikis , and caulit the reſt of the Hamil- 


Ttountis tt fond for fainnes. Biit after that the 


Erle Bothwell had refuſit battell at Carbarry 
hill, and the Quene befoir the comming of 
the Hamiltounis , come to the Lordis, the 
Hamiltounis as that time diſapointit, foſterit 
theyr vaine hope with a merie dreme,that the 
Quene ſhould be puniſchit after hyr demert- 
tis,and werea tymcin dowbill ioy , that onc 
that beying rid of the Quene ſche ſhould not 
beir ma children to debarre tham from the 
Crowne: and the vther, that thay might haue 
ane caſte way to caluniniat the Regent for di-
